SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM Optical disk entitled 2000.jpg CD-recordable is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The CD-ROM comprises almost 2000 JPEG images, all of which are photographs of 
women, ranging from innocuous images of fully clothed women, through to full nudity 
and explicit sexual activity. The overall effect of the publication is of the sexualised 
presentation of women for the purpose of viewer sexual arousal. There are some 
degrading and dehumanising elements to the publication, namely the close focus on 
women's genitalia in some of the images. 

A restriction on the publication's availability is necessary due to the explicit depictions, 
and the degrading, demeaning and dehumanising elements. Considerations under s3 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 have been weighed 
against the right to freedom of expression set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. The publication's treatment of matters of sex make it likely to cause 
injury to the public good unless it is restricted to an audience of adults. This restriction 
is reasonable, justified and in accordance with the law. This limitation on the 
publication's availability is the minimum restriction that can be applied in order to 
prevent likely injury to the public good. 
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
